*(1) It was a notororclo wolico-yn (call ho. 279, "nnidont if! od ") 
who "found" Oswald’s jacket in tho parting lot. (17H492, 23EJS2, ) 

(2) It was a motorcvfraq nolAconra whoso "stuclc tranonittor" 
Jamed tho Dallas pol'.co radio for about 10 minutes, before and after 
the assassination tine. 7his policeman is *an£doatifiod n , 3© was on 
StorEons freeway. (233913, 233C40) 

( 3 ) It was a r^tG^cycl o Whoso rolativo^s oststo officer 

GXaon was {paarrling, in tho Oak Cliff aroa, on Kov# 22 * (14JI629)* That 
policosan was on duty with tho Prosirlonticl motorcade* As far as tho 
tostinony ia concerned* ho is trnidontifjoji « 

(4) It wa3 a rotovcycle noTiao^n n who patrojod tho Onl: Lawn 

area who was report od to bo friendly \ 7 ith. Tippit* 

(23H373). (Onidontifiod in tho "Hearings".-' 12*43-2^ -.5KL53) 

(y) Two notorcynlo noHerrrin unknown to Officer J .E,Iixrnhy(of 
First Platoon) wore about 100 ft. from Murphy on Stennons overpass, 
at tho tine of the aaaasoination. They were ia the advanco guard of 
tho ootorcado, to slow down traffic on freeway so not ere da could 
ontor it, liircliy was stationed on tho overpass, the o rflv policoraan 
stationed on the oveipas3. (19H130, 22H602.) 

(6) Thero were only 41 rotc-rmrio tv-tt-.t nlvsT. in nil three platoons 
in total, on tho Dallas polico" force on Hov. 22, 1963. Thoir names are 
gime. (1912.30, 19JH31.) [All raferonees in this letter ora to "tkroo- 
uliocl" notorcylio patrol units only.] 

(7) She ostatc being gaarfiod by Officer Olson was on Sth St., 
t *70 blocks off Stomonc, and ’within two or throe blocks of Lancaster. 

"Sth and Lamaotar* ia whore T'ippii chocked in at 12s 54- by radio, .'no 
rooming houso of Oswald’s was only a few blocks from thero, also. (141-629)

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Your Hbv. 1966 issue (p.J3) dlscuscos Olson* a toatinory, and sorao 
of the above points, but I don’t recoil nnyons tying together the facta 
that it uas an uniuoniifiod motorayalo poll canon who 

(a) jammed tho noin polios radio channel from 12:26 to 12: 34. 

(b) "found" Os-wold* 3 Jcckot,which wao a key part of tha 
uob of circumstantial ovidonao to link bin to She 
Txnpit murdor. 

(c) was acquainted with both Tippit aril with Sufcy 

(d) guarded (for uhat roason>) an estate a few blocks 
from -ip-pit* s murder. 



With only 41 pocoifclo patrolrsontto bo ir.torviowod, and with tho koy 
innortenco to the cose of it one (c) and (b) above, it is certainly foasiblo 
to* establish tho identities cf thcoo various patrolmen, and then to find 
out if they are indeed tho sane nan, or perhaps not.

D. Evidence that President Konnedy's body was not photographed froa the 
back when photos voro taken during tho autopsy, so that there are no 
nhotorrrohs of tha purported back wound, (^ence no release of theso photos?) 



E. Information dibn an old friend of -1. Edgar I Icc"7c*r * s, about a type of 
bullet which disappears in tho fcarasa body v>xy quickly, and is too light 
to be lothal, but* which could account for the “neck" entry wound in front, 
and tho "bade" entry wound, neither of which penetrated more than a 
few inches, leaving no bullet to be fo-.ind, and leaving no sign of a path 
between then (sinco nothing went coizolotoly through tha body.)
